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Ford sworn in as 38th President 


WASHINGTON <UPh - Gerald R 
Ford assumed the American presidency 
today, 
saying 
“ our 
long 
national 
nightmare’ of Watergate is over and 
asking the nation to “ let brotherly love 
come to our country .” 
Ford. 61, took the oath of office from 
Chief Justice Warren E Burger while 
Richard M Nixon —who resigned the 
presidency when it became apparent he 
would otherwise be removed through 
impeachment —flew home to his native 
west in an Air Force plane 


Ford told the nation in a brief, simple 
televised address from the East Room 
of the White House that he was “ acutely 
aware” of his status of the nation's first 
chief executive never to have been 
elected on a national ballot 
He pledged that as president he would 
be what he had always been —a 
piainspoken 
politician 
He 
was 
surrounded by old friends in Congress, 
where he has often said he had many 
adversaries but no enemies' 
“ My fellow Americans,” Ford said in 


reference to the scandal that caused 
Nixon to become the first president to 
renounce his office, “ our long national 
nightmare is over 
Our Constitution 
works 
“ Our great republic is a government 
of laws and not of men Here the people 
rule 
“ But there is a Higher Power, by 
whatever name we honor Him, who 
ordains not only righteousness but love, 
not only justice but mercy 
“ As we bind up the internal wounds of

Watergate prisoners' home 
Life in Lompoc's 'camp': 
prison time or a vacation?

“ I ’m thinking of doing something to get sent to one of 
those ‘luxury prisons’ for awhile,” sighs a wilted white 
collar man in a Berry’s World cartoon 
The reference is to the Watergate prisons, the federal 
minimum security camps like the pine-fringed facility at 
Lompoc, which lacks bars and walls but not ample 
recreation outlets, spacious grounds or liberal visiting 
privileges. 
It was here, in either of two three story former Army 
barracks separated by a grassy court, that political dirty 
trickster Donald H. Segretti and former Nixon campaign 
scheduling director Herbert L. Porter whiled away terms of 
three months and just under one month respectively. 
Lompoc’s camp is also the suggested destination of former 
high Nixon counsel John Dean sometime after his one to 
four year term begins in September. 
Related Frank Kenton, affable warden of the institution, 
“ People come and look at this place and say, ‘My God This 
is a prison?” 
Inmates' visitors lists are limited to family or established 
friends but according to Camp Administrator Francis C. 
Ranger, the weekly picnic spreads can include contraband 
libations like coffee royale and inmates are allowed to 
caress their wives “ as long as they don’t become overly 
obscene ” 
“ But for a man to sit with his wife with his arm around 
her and kiss her” is accepted, Ranger defined 
An inmate here can have visitors on Monday, Thursday 
and Friday afternoons and all day Saturday and Sunday, 
provided he doesn’t use up all three of the weekday periods 
“ week after week.” 
Life isn't this informal in cell blocks of the institution's 
classic medium security penitentiary, which looms a half 
mile from the camp’s marigold-bordered walkways. 
With at most four unarmed, ununiformed correctional 
officers to monitor 360 camp inmates, Ranger confides, 
some smuggled marijuana and other drugs are smoked and 
consumed in recreation areas. 


But it’s not condoned,” he qualified. And an inmate 
caught in possession of marijuana or other drugs is bound 
for the grey, tighter security prison across the way, Kenton 
said, and possibly for another federal rap 
Nude sun bathing isn’t condoned either, Ranger added, 
but it goes on and penalties are far milder. 
Some of the camp contingent attend college extension 
courses at Vandenberg Air Force Base and others go to 
adult night school in Lompoc. 
Outdoor sports facilities at the camp include a jogging 
track that circles a weedy football field riddled with gopher 
holes and is adjacent to a sandy golf driving range with a 
few improvised, grassless holes. There are handball and 
bocci ball courts, a leaf-strewn doubles tennis court and a 
skm softball diamond. Chicano and Mexican alien prisoners 
turn out for noisy soccer contests on weekends. 
A volley ball court stands adjacent to the 1947 vintage 
cement Army barracks and a gym with basketball and other 
equipment is nearby. Inmates compete with townspeople in 
basketball leagues and also among themselves. 
There are game rooms in each barracks with ping pong, 
weights and bumper pool as well, Ranger adds, as cards, 
chess, dominoes and the gamut of table games. 
The camp keeps a modest library and four television 
rooms, one designated for sports, one for general programs 
and one each for Chicano and Black cultural programs 
In the evenings there are meetings of a variety of clubs, 
everything from choir practices to Spanish-English classes 
to sessions of Alcoholics Anonymous. 
On Friday and Saturday evenings, feature movies play in 
the camp rec hall 
Perhaps just as important, when compared to life in the 
penitentiary is the quiet. There are no slamming doors at 


the camp, no jammed, thunderous main hallways, only the 
random caws of resident crows, the rush of breezes through 
the pines and the snapping of sprinkler heads over the ample 
lawns.

He said he had made his share of 
mistakes as President, but he made only 
a bare reference to the scandal which 
forced him to resign rather than go 
through with an impeachment by the 
House and a trial by the Senate which 
politicians closest to him said inevitably 


would end with his conviction by a two- 
thirds majority and removal from office 
in disgrace.

Ford was Nixon s old Cabinet and old 
friends and colleagues from Congress 
Nixon caused his letter of resignation 
to be delivered to the constitutional 
officer 
designated 
to 
receive 
it, 
Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger, 
about 30 minutes before the oath was 
administered Nixon’s letter said: 
“ Dear Mr Secretary: 
“ I 
hereby 
resign 
the 
office of 
President of the United States 
“ Sincerely, 
“ Richard M Nixon ” 
Ford said, “ In the beginning, I asked 
you to pray for me Before closing, I ask 
again for your prayers —for Richard 
Nixon and for his family. May our 
former President who brought peace to 
millions find it for himself ” Ford 
lauded Nixon’s family, “ whose love and 
loyalty will forever be a shining legacy 
to all who bear the lonely burdens of the 
White House.” 
Ford pledged to “ do the very best I 
can for America” and said he would use 
“ all the strength and all the good sense I 
have gained from life, with all the 
confidence of my family, my friends, 
and my dedicated staff... with the good 
will of countless Americans 1 have 
encountered ... 
“ God helping me, I will not let you 
down ” 
Nixon, in a 17-minute speech from a 
clean desk in the Oval Office 
his 37th 
speech from the White House of his 
presidency of five years and seven 
months —said Thursday night he was 


Ford’s mood at the swearing in was 
somber to match the occasion 
“ I am acutely aware that you have not 
elected me as your President by your 
ballots,” he told Americans. “ So I ask 
you to confirm me as your President 
with your prayers... 
“ If you have not chosen me by secret 
ballot, neither have I gained office by 
secret promises. 
" I have not campaigned either for the 
presidency or the vice presidency. I 
have not subscribed to any partisan 
platform I am indebted to no man and 
only to one woman— my dear wife, 
Betty—as I begin the most difficult job 
in the world ” 
Ford served as vice president eight 
months, the first person to be named by 
the President and confirmed by both 
houses of Congress under the provisions 
of 
the never previously used 25th 
Amendment to the Constitution 
A congressman for a quarter of a 
century, his highest political ambition 
had been to lead the Republican Party 
as speaker of the House—an institution 
he loved 
There he won a reputation as a master 
of compromise, accommodation and 
accord He was admired for his honesty 
and his openness. His voting record was 
one 
of 
the 
most 
conservative 
of 
Republican leaders, reflecting the basic 
philosophy of his Grand Rapids, Mich 
constituency 
Nixon choked back tears as he said 
farewell, two hours before Ford took 


office, 
to 
his 
White 
House 
staff. 
Then he left for the long flight to San 
Clemente. Calif , during which his status 
reverted to private citizen. 
“ We leave with high hopes in good 
spirit, and with deep humility and with 
very much gratefulness in our hearts." 
Nixon said 
“ 1 can only say to each and every one 
of you. we come from many faiths, we 
pray perhaps to different gods, but 
really to the same God in a sense 
But 1 want to say to each and every

Nixon and his wife, Pat, flew to an 
uncertain future As a private citizen, he 
could become a Watergate defendant 
along with some former associates in 
office 
By resigning, he retained the 
$62,500 annual pension and emoluments 
of office 
Special Watergate Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski said there had been no deals 
with Nixon to guarantee that he would 
not 
be 
prosecuted 
But 
Ford, 
as 
President, could ask the prosecutor to 
bring no action against Nixon on the 
grounds he had suffered enough in the 
eyes of his countrymen and of history. 
Ford spoke in a strong, clear voice 
until toward the end when it quavered, 
reflecting the emotions of the moment 


“ Before closing,” he said, “ I ask your 
prayers for Richard Nixon and for his 
family. May our former President, who 
brought peace to millions, find it for 
himself” . 


Ford became the fourth man to 
assume the presidency in U years One, 
John F. Kennedy, was assassinated in 
1963 Another, Lyndon B Johnson, was 
forced to abandon plans to seek re- 
election because of public discontent 
with a war he could not end The third, 
Nixon, was forced out by scandal and the 
threat of removal. 
Ford made note of those events. “ I 
have witnessed at close hand the 
tragedies that befell three presidents 
and the lesser trials of others,” he said. 
“ ...With the good will of countless 
Americans 1 have encountered in recent 
visits to 40 states, 1 now solemnly 
reaffirm my promise 1 made to you last 
Dec 6, to uphold the Constitution, to do 
what is right, as God gives me to see the 
right, and to do the very best I can for 
America ” 
Nixon, family in tearful departure 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — President Nixon choked back 
tears in an emotional goodby to his staff, and in effect to his 
country, then left the White House today for the trip back to 
a life as private citizen in California 
“ We leave with high hopes in good spirit, and with deep 
humility and with very much gratefulness in our hearts,” 
Nixon said to his staff and Cabinet on national television “ I 
can only say to each and every one of you, we come from 
many faiths, we pray perhaps to different gods, but really to 
the same god in a sense. 
“ But I want to say to each and every one of you, not only 
will we always remember you, not only will we always be 
greatful to you, always you will be in our hearts, and you 
will be in our prayers 
“ Thank you very much,” 
- The emotion-packed goodby ceremony was held in the 
East Room of the White House 
called a “ great house” by 
Nixon. He and his family were greeted with a trumpeted 
“ Hail To The Chief,” and five minutes of continuous 
applause. 
The farewell left Nixon close to tears and many of his 
staff members openly crying 
Nixon and his wife then walked directly to the South Lawn 


and, with his successor Gerald R. Ford bidding them 
goodbye, went by helicopter to Andrews AFB where they 
left at 10:17 a m. EDT in the presidential jet, Spirit of '76, 
for the flight to San Clemente 
Nixon, who announced Thursday night he was resigning, 
was accompanied by some of his staff and his daughter and 
son-in-law, Tricia and Edward Cox His other daughter and 
son-in-law, Julie and David Eisenhower, stayed behind, 
weeping openly as they waved goodbye to the departing 
helicopter. 
While Nixon was in the air on the way to retirement, he 
was to become an ex-President, with Ford being sworn in at 
noon EDT 
In his farewall speech to cabinet members and White 
House aides, Nixon acknowledged as he did in his 
resignation speech that some mistakes were made during 
his stay in the White House 
“ Sure we have done some things wrong in this administra­ 
tion, and the top man always takes the responsibility, and 
I ’ve never ducked it,” Nixon said. “ But ... no man and no 
woman came into this administration and left it with more 
than he came in No man or woman ever profited at the 
public expense or the public till ” 


Nixon immunity 
Three local youths injured, 
not assured 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Nixon left office today with no public 
assurance of immunity against prosecu­ 
tion for his role in Watergate. Some 
Democrats and Republicans in Congress 
said the question was out of their hands. 
Saying 
Nixon 
had been punished 
enough by resigning “ under a cloud” of 
scandal, Republican senators adopted 
resolutions of “ sympathy and good 
wishes” 
for 
the 
departing 
chief 
executive and of support for Gerald R. 
Ford as President. 
But the resolutions stopped short of 
the plea for immunity from prosecution 
called for Thursday by Sen Edward W. 
Brooke, R Mass. 
Senate Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
said he hoped Democrats would not 
press for revenge against Nixon and 
seek prosecution. But he said he believes 
“ the Congress, in the last analysis, will 
not have the deciding say” on immunity 
Senate 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield said Nixon’s departure from 
office did not put the Watergate scandal 
to rest “ because you’ve got the courts 
operating for another year, maybe two 
years ”

“Our

Kenton explained, “ Was that

“ But the ultimate punishment 
that can be visited on a person 
in our country is to deprive him 
of his liberty. 
Now, midway down a row of 
16 army cots in a 32-man, upper 
story 
dorm, 
form er 
presidential attorney Herbert 
W Kalmbach daily makes up a 
bunk he’ll sleep in for at least 
the next five months 
Like the rest, Kalmbach lives 
out of an upright locker, barely 
knee high. He is awakened at 6 
a m 
by loudspeakers to eat 
breakfast and begin the day’s 
work. 
He must be standing by or 
sleeping in that bunk numerous 
times every day — just to be 
counted. As he waits for the 
count to be completed, he can 


pick out the coastal Lompoc 
Valley and its dry hills beyond 
a distant stand of eucalyptus 
thourhg the barracks windows. 
On a wooden shelf by his cot 
are 
three 
books, 
entitled 
“ America 
in 
Perspective,” 
“ Man Alone” and “ The New 
Testament.” 
Like many offenders who 
spend their lives behind desks, 
Kenton said, Kalmbach had no 
work preference except that he 
do physical work out of doors. 
He agreed to be placed on a 
camp 
construction 
crew 
working on the institution’s 
sewage treatment system. 
Ranger 
said 
that 
work 
assignments 
for 
all 
camp 
inmates are based on camp 
need and are “ somewhat based 
on his expressed interests.” 
Segretti and Porter put in 
their six to seven hour work 
days sanding and assembling 
furniture for federal offices in 
the camp’s custom furniture 
shop, work site for about 100 
men. 
Inmates fill a range of other 
specialties such as hog tenders 
and weed hoers at the camp 
farm, slaughterhouse men or 


cowboys, landscape gardeners 
and cooks, camp maintenance 
men and scrubbers and waxers 
at a military vehicle car wash 
at Vandenberg Air Force Base 
The men begin work at 8 
return to a small military mess 
hall for lunch hour at 10:45 a.m. 
and knock off at 4 p.m. Mail 
call is from 4.30 p.m. to 6:30 
p.m., just before the first 
evening count. 
Their age is from 24 up, their 
average stay at the camp is for 
about a year None of them was 
convicted for a violent or 
sexual related crime or they 
wouldn't have been sent to 
camp. It’s too easy to escape. 
None of them has over three 
years to serve. 
Some 15 per cent of the camp 
population 
that 
greets 
the 
entering Watergate offender is 
alien Mexican. 10 per cent are 
black and 10 per cent are 
Chicanos. About one per cent 
are Indian or Oriental and the 
rest are Caucasians. Of the 
whole, Kenton gauges white 
collar workers comprise the 
smallest percentage. 
From 10 to 12 “ walkaways” 
are recorded monthly, mostly

Fire Fighters union 
to confront board 


The County Fire Fighters Union, embroiled in 
a four-month-old pay dispute with the county 
government administration, will go before the 
Board of Supervisors Monday in an effort to win 
pay boosts commensurate with the increase in 
the cost of living annually as shown by the 
consumer price index, and on the basis of pay 
levels elsewhere. 
If the supervisors turn down the bid for such 
an ordinance. Fire Fighters Union president 
Michael Bennett said the union will ask the 
board to submit the measure to the voters 
without further action 
Bennett previously said the union was 
preparing to circulate initiative petitions to get 
the pay raise proposal on the ballot. Should the 
supervisors agree to submit the proposition to 
the 
voters, 
such 
petitions 
wouldn’t 
be 
necessary. The board can by-pass the petition 
stage, or agree to have the electorate vote on it 
without 
enactment 
of 
any 
ordinance 
or 
ordinance change. 
The firemen, enjoined by a court order from 
picketing, striking, slowdowns and other “ job 
actions” such as sick-ins, recently retaliated by 
suing the county and the supervisors for $505.000 
alleging loss of proper pay for union members. 
Bennett said the ordinance offered for 
approval would provide that “ safety member 


personnel in supervisory and non-supervisory 
positions be paid total cost of living increase as 
indicated by Consumer price index, U S city 
average, for the 12 months preceding May 1, of 
each year, with pay increase effective the first 
pay period in July 
The ordinance as drafted for approval by the 
board would also specify: 
“ On Aug 
1 of each year, a survey be 
conducted to determine the average salary paid 
to safety members in supervisory and non- 
supervisory positions of the following fire 
departments: Ventura County, Kern County and 
Santa Barbara city.” 
Should salaries of the camparable three 
departments be higher than paid by the county, 
an adjustment would be made retroactive to 
the first pay period in July,” it was stated. 
Firemen, who with other county employes 
received a 2 per cent pay raise early this year, 
earlier sought a seven per cent boost now with a 
further three per cent increase next January 
The county's highest offer has been for a 6.5 per 
cent increase now. 
There have been reports the county also has 
offered the fire fighters a special two-year 
package proposal 
Both proposals of the county have been taken 
before the firemen’s membership

And by the 
time he left office, inflation had 
reached U per cent with no end 
to the rise in sight. 
Changing the imprint of the

The curtain shut off the view, but not the noise that erupted 
ninutes later when the President announced he was resigning 
“ Jail to the Chief! Jail to the Chief!” chanted dozens of 
jystanders. They swarmed through traffic on Pennsylvania 
\venue and climbed halfway up the fence. 
Cars horns honked Young people waved, flashed sparklers, lit 
irecrackers and danced spontaneously on the sidewalk. 
Signs such as “ Executive Deleted” and “ Two Years Too Late" 
slossomed over the heads of the crowd. 
Police finally detoured traffic and turned over three blocks to 
iie demonstrators. There were a handful of arrests for disorderly 
conduct. 
It was a chaotic climax to a historic day. 
The crowd was also a far cry from the quiet, reflective crowd 
that kept the vigil outside the White House earlier. 
Even Nixon foes in the hours before the speech seemed drawn to 
Lhe executive mansion out of a sense of history rather than 
vindictiveness. 
“ There’s no reason to put the man on a cross,” said Tom Ashby, 
17, who drove from Arkansas with his wife and a friend to witness 
the drama. 
About 50 members of another religious group who held a pro- 
Nixon demonstration on the Capitol steps during Judiciary

two large American flags and waving small red paper pennants 
inscribed “ God loves Nixon.”

Nixon’s plane is scheduled to 
land at noon. Pacific daylight 
time.

This is one of the many endowments 
which make up a total of over $300 
million which the Regents invest in 
stocks and bonds and other types of 
investments. 
Endowments are normally given to a 
university for specific purposes such as 
libraries, hospitals, research, student 
aid and instruction Being philanthropic 
m nature, there is a charitable purpose 
by which such grants qualify for tax 
benefits to the grantor. 
It is hardly conceivable that Hitch, 
whose salary is $55,000, could qualify as 
charity case 
The 
S earle 
F o u n d a tio n 
w as 
established in 1945 for the purpose of 
supporting a school of public health and 
higher 
educational 
in stitu tio n s, 
including medical schools as well as 
grants for local hospitals, museums, and 
relief and social agencies, according to 
the Russell Sage Foundation Directory. 
There is nothing there about furnishing 
homes and servants to aristocratic 
university officials. 
It should be obvious that the money 
now diverted from the fund will have to 
be made up with tax dollars or some 
students are to be deprived of something 
in order to maintain the UC officials in 
grandiose style. 
The Regents like to deal from hidden 
hands. It will be recalled they resisted 
making public the secret employment 
contract by which Hitch was granted 
fringe benefits totalling more than twice 
his salary. It was also the Regents who, 
through 
their lobbyists, 
fought off 
efforts of Senator George Moscone to 
enforce the constitutional provisions for 
their meetings to be open and public. 
It would seem they, by their action in

Runaway problem 


Many 
law 
enfor cement

government officials, as well as parents, 
are alarmed at the phenomenon of 
runaway teen-agers. Contrary to the 
popular impression, however, a growing 
legion of youths is not hitting the road 
for the farthest reaches of the country in 
search of adventure or to escape from 
problems at home.

Martin Gold and David J. Reimer told 
the Equal Opportunity Subcommittee 
that an extensive survey of youth in 1972 
revealed the following relevant facts 
about runaways: 
— About 6 per cent of the adolescents 
aged 11 to 18 — that’s anywhere from 1.5 
to 2.4 million youths — did run away 
from home between mid-1969 and mid- 
1972. 
— But 70 per cent of these runaways — 
between a million and 1.6 million of 
them — merely went to the house of a 
friend or realtive. Only 13 per cent went 
“on the road” and left their city or 
community. 
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“ W hy is m y vacation more demanding than my job?' 


— Thus a total of only about a half> 
million runaway youths were probably 
in need of protection and supervision 
during the three-vear period. If the 17- 
and 18-year-olds (who are often outside 
the jurisdiction of juvenile authorities) 
are removed from consideration, the 
number of runaways in need of help is 
smaller still. 
— The proportion of young people 
running away from home did not 
increase between 1969 and 1972 as is 
often thought. Any increase was due to 
the larger number of adolescents in the 
American population in 1972. 
“ We do not wish to minimize the fact 
that in that three year period some 
580.000 young people — give or take 
140.000 — had left their homes and the 
supervision 
of 
their 
parents 
or 
guardians 
and 
were 
in 
relatively 
unprotected situations for two days or 
more,” Gold and Reimer told the 
subcommittee. 
“ But we think it wise to get a more 
accurate perspective on the dimensions 
of the problem of runaways than the 
general estimates drawn from the 
figures of law enforcement agencies.” 
They pointed out that while runaways 
come about equally from all social 
classes, those who come to the attention 
of the police are different from the 
average runaway in several respects. 
For example, more than two-thirds of 
the runaways picked up by the police are 
from out of town, but only about a third 
of the runaways in the national study 
left their hometowns 
Is running away also the occasion for 
breaking the law and committing other 
delinquent acts? Gold and Reimer found 
that it is not. In less than 10 per cent of 
the incidents of running away did youths 
(almost exclusively boys) engage in 
delinquent behavior. 
They add, however, that the large 
majority of young people who run away 
from home are, on other occasions, 
more delinquent than most of the 
adolescents in the country.
